. and learn all about It," Blackwood 
told new sm en today. 
''Now that 
I ’ve m ade the trip 
I am disap­ 
pointed and so rry ." 
He called the 
trip an "irresponsible gesture on 
m y p a rt” and adm itted quietly he 
had disobeyed a S tate D epartm ent 
ban on travel t í K ed China. 
"A lthough I 
m ad e the trip I 
consider m yself a 
loyal A m eri­ 
ca n ." he said. "I a m sorry I went 
and 1 am sorry I disobeyed the 
S tate D epartm ent 
ruling." 


BLACKWOOD. A form er enlist­ 
ed m an in the Air Force, said he 
m e t his wife while in the service 
He m arried her a fte r he returned 
from 
the 
United 
S tates in 
the 
spring of 1955 as a civilian. He 
said she strongly opposed tbe trip 
to Red China. 


Asked how 
he 
entered 
China 
w ithout 
a 
visa 
he 
replied, 
"A 
rickshaw boy. a sam p an m an and 
100 U.S. dollars. 
He said he was 
ferried to the Chinese shore op­ 
posite M acao in the early hours of 
April 28. 


He said the Chinese read him a 
statem en t charging him with il­ 
legal entry and "w e then left w ith­ 
in five m inutes." 
B ut he said if 
it h a d n 't' been for the expulsion 
order he would hav a stayed long­ 
er, "1 w as planning to see P ei­ 
ping, Shanghai and N orth K orea." 


"M Y PERSONAL desire to see 
China was stro n g er than m y will 
to abide by the S tale D epartm ent 
ru lin g ," he said. 


Blackwood said he planned to 
retu rn to the U nited States, and 
w ork for his fath er,

Public H ealth Service said today 


there is "increasing and consist­ 


ent evidence" 
th a t 
"excessive" 


cigarette sm oking is one of the 
causes of lung cancer. 
Surgeon G eneral Leroy E. B ur­ 
ney said studies have "confirm ed 
beyond a reasonable doubt that 
there is a high degree of statisti­ 
cal association between lung can 
cer and heavy prolonged cigarette 
sm oking." 
He Issued the statem e n t after 
the P ublic H ealth S ervice com­ 
pleted a review of the report of a 
study 
group 
on 
sm oking 
and 
healih. which found a "d ire ct re­ 
lationship between the 
incidence 
of lung cancer and the amount 
sm oked." 


IT WAS THE strongest state­ 
m ent the governm ent has m ads to 
date on the aubject. 
B urney said copies, along with 
scientific findings, are being sent 
to s ta t e ' health officers and Ihe 
A m erican 
M edical 
A ssn., 
"with 
the request that they consider dis­ 
tributing copies to local health of­ 
ficers, m edical societies and other 
health groups." 
The health 
service 
m ad e 
no 
specific recom m endations 
as 
to 
w hat the public should do in the 
light of its statem ent, 
A spokes­ 
m an said "putting the facts be­ 
fore the public is as fa r as we 
can go a t this tim e." 


A SPOKESMAN for th e U.S. 
tobacco 
industry 
said 
Burney's 
statem ent "adds nothing new to 
w hat has ticen known about the 
cause of lung cancer,” 
Dr. C larence Cook Little, chair­ 
m an of 
the 
scientific 
advisory 
board to the Tobacco Industry Re­ 
search Com m ittee, reiterated his 
group's stand that 
there 
is 
no 
definitive" evidence to establish 
"a cause and effect explanation 
of the com plex problem of lung 
cancer." 
In its official position in 1954, 
the P ublic Health Service took a 
m ilder view, 
saying 
th ere 
was 
"som e evidence of 
a 
statistical 
association 
b e t w e e n 
cigarette 
smoking and lung can cer.” 


T oday's statem ent 
w ent 
much 
further, 
definitely 
labelling "ex­ 
cessive" cigarette sm oking as a 
“ causative" factor. 
Two packs of cigarettes a day is 
considered "excessive," a spokes­ 
man said.

For Fall Beauty 


Summer pruning Is a gardening 


technique which every gardener 


should learn and apply. . II done 


correctly the amounl of dormant 


pruning is greatly reduced, and 


the danger of aonie trees' bleeding 


gs avoided 
Furthermore spring- 
blooming shrubs and trees have 
more blossoms if pruned in the 
summer than in winter. 


Ornamental 
trees 
and 
many 
broadleaved 
evergreens 
can 
be 
pruned in the summer end for 
early training of young fruit and 
ornamenlal trees, summer prun­ 
ing is particularly valuable. Even 
the too-v igorous canes of decidu­ 
ous shrubs can be lipped in sum 
mer without danger to the plant.

What the latest upheaval in the 
Communist hierarchy m eans is 
any m an's guess, but experts on 
Russia in and out of the State 
Departm ent are agreed that it 
consolidates Nikita Khrushchev's 
power and m akes him "the first 
among equals'" among the com­ 
m issars.

Kaganovich, et al. is "a 
smashing victory for Khrushchev's 
liberal 'New Look' policies of eas­ 
ing lension at home and abroad" 
beats me. 
Well, sir, my Geiger counter is 
still hitting on all four ciylinders, 
and if Khrushchev Is a tranquil­ 
lizer.

So now that the experts have 
had their day with the riddle 
wrapped in a mystery inside an 
enigma, I would like to speculate 
on a possible cause for the latest 
Kremlin revolution. 
Russia is going lo have to stand 
before the U.N. sooner or later, 
indicted as the butcherer of Hun­ 
gary. Two courses are open to her 
present rulers. 
They can brazen out their m ur­ 
derous repression of the rebellious 
satellite as a noble assist to the 
Hungarian proletariat in a civil 
war with reactionaries and ruth­ 
less imperialists. Or Khrushchev
